Spouting Oll-WellR In Kusslo. 

[Popular Sclennn Monthly.] 
The principal oil-wells of the Baku dis- 
trict lie at Baliixame or H;ilakliiuii, ubuut 
six miles to Ihe uortlifast of ilut town; 
this is an oil-lield about Ihrue ami uiio-half 
miles in length by one and oiiu hall' iu 
breadth To Uiu south lies a smuUur liclil 
called Bebeabat. Oue fuuiituiu at I5al- 
akhani, uiuety-oigVi feet in dcpih, is 
noted as having l)eeu llowiiig sU'adily for 
upward of two year.s. nnd still foutiuuing 
to yield 800 barrels a day. Anotlior well 
not far off -IDO fei;t deep, comr eueed its 
career by throwiug up a jet thirty feet iu 
the air, and then llooding the land with 
oil for a cousiderable dislaace all arouiul, 
overilowiug other wells and several small 
refineries, so as elTcctually to .stop their 
work. Tlie roar of the rushlni; oil and gas 
could be haird a milu from the spot. 

Various flowing- wells are said t(i yield 
6,000 barrels a day, and some far more; 

- buti from. the fact that these c|uaniitie3 
are generiiliy stated iu the Kussnm meas- 
ure of poods, it is not very eo-sy to realize 
'What ls meant Oac pood, wo learn, is 
equal to thirty-six pounds English. Hence 
1,000 poods represent somewhere about 
sixteen tons. Accounts have just retched 
England of an oil- fountain wji'h was 
struck last December, and flows at the 
rate of from 50,000 to (10,000 puod.s daily, 
gushing forth with such force as to break 
in pieces a three-inch cast irou |ilatu 
which had been fasteued over the well in 
order to divert the How in a iiarticular 
direction. Iu the sanio tlisti ict a huge heap 
of sand marks the spot where an oil spring, 
on being tapped, atrai.i^htwny threw up a 
column of petroleum la twice the height 
and size of the great gey.ser in Icclaml, 
forming a huge black f<junlaiii two huri 
dred feet in height — a fountain, however, 
due solely to the removal of tho i)re.-is\u o 
on the confined gas. for tliere is no trace 
of volcanic heat 'J'lio fountain was visi- 
ble for many miles round, and on the first 
day it poured forth about two million 
gallons equal to lif ty thousand barrels. 

An enterprising photographer who was 
on the spot secured a pliotograph which 
places this matter beyond cavil. The 
fountuin continued to play for live 
months, gradually decreasing week by 
week, till it finally ceased to i>lny, leaving 
Its uniortunate owners, (au Armenian 
company) well nigh rulued hy the claims 
brought against them by neighbors whose 
lands were destroyed by the liood of oil

INuw York bun.] 
"Moon blindness, " .=ai(l an old sailor, 
ga7.ing at the upper rigging of a Cali- 
fornia clipper near \\ all Street ferry, 
"why, of cour.so ihcre's suoli a thing. 
I've seen it often. 1 bad a touch of it my- 
self once. I don't .see, though, how the 
English rear admiral makes out that the 
loss of the gunboat Wasp wa.t due to 
moon blindness. It gels its name, not be- 
cause a man who has it can't .see dis- 
tinctly under the moonlight, but because 
it is caused by sleeping with the moon 
shining on the face. You know at once 
when you have it. In fact, you often 
get stone blind, and remain su for a 
month or more. I can't imagiuo huw it 
0«uld occur near England, for people are 
not likely to sleep in the moonshino 
thera 

"In the Chinaseaand the Indian ocean it 
is well known. The Lnscar-. f reqni'ntly 
have it, and when a passenger steamer re- 
niains for a night at the jiort tln^ captain 
generally warn* everj'body who wants to 
sleep on deck — and most of them do in 
those latidudes— to be careful to kee]) 
well under the awniug. I remember once 
landing a passenger at Singapore (pilto 
blind. He persisted in sleeping on the 
forecastle head, as we lay for a ni<5hl iu 
Penang, and the moon shone on his face 
for five or sis hours. When he awoke his 
sight was gone, and he thought it was still 
nltcht, though the sun bad aroused him. 
We went back to Calcutta, and when we 
reached Singapore on our ne.xt (rip he bud 
recovered, but he hated the sight of the 
moon ever afterward. 

"I never knew a c-ise of raoon blindness 
that was not cured. You have only to 
keep in the dark until sight comes back. 
Hine was.only partial blindness, though 
the light of one eye was nearly gone. I 
was well in a week. The attack is gener- 
tlly accompanied by n. bad sick headache, 
but most people aro too much frightened 
to think about that. I never heard of a 
Wftman being aiflicted with moon blind- 
uew," " '. ■

pose. It is amusing to scan the curious 
list. Take a ^pecimeii day of last month, 
audit reads; 0\'eralls and skiit; Wiu- 
Chester rille; cane; umbrella; shawl; 
towels, etc.; clothing (dirty in ncws- 
liaper;; Uuicb-baskel; brown leather bag; 
tobacco bo.\; package of choeoliUe; over- 
coat; cane; boots; linen duster; two 
books— "American Orator" and "Com- 
pendium;" red leather bag; engravers' 
and designers' book; treatise on insane 
asylums; gentleman's chimuey-pot hnt; 
new suits of clothing; zinc thimble; 
electrotype plate; mock diamond pin; h 
lady's sealskin pmm 

A careful survey of this record reveals 
the fact that men take the lead in lapses 
of memory, with a handsome footing of 
errant overcoats, vagrant canes, and disin- 
herited umbrellas, while the gentler sex 
evince an elegant disregard of porle inon- 
naies, shopping- bags and parasols. But 
the loser is not a coiiscr\ alive iiuli vidiud. 
lie revels in eccentricities and snrjirises.

THE HAVINGS OF M. ROOEEFORT. 

A late writer has truly said that under- 
neath all French protestations of friend- 
nhip towards England, if one but scratch 
deep enoughj will bo fouud recollections 
of Waterloo. This latent feeling of dis- 
like accounts for tho readiness of the re- 
publioan governmeat, backed by the pop- 
ular voice, to pick petty quarrels with tho 
English. This was shown in the Bosphore- 
Egyptien aCair, and ia again being illus- 
trated by the comments of tho Intran- 
aigeante on tho death, or supposed death, 
of Olivier Paiuo, who, aa a living French- 
man, was of no account, but dead, is made 
to adorn a tale. While the utterances of 
M. Rochefort's organ are generally 
laughed at, in this instance they are taken 
by a large s action of the people ait grand 
serieux. The rumors regarding tho French 
journalist, and more than probable spy in 
ElMahdi's service, are conflicting enough. 
He is reported to have been shot in a 
fight, to have been massacred by Ei 
Mahdi, to have died in and out 
of prison, and now a dispatch 
from Cairo says that Father Bonami 
and Luptou Boy uro positive that ho died 
of fover at ()mdurman, but tho rumor to 
which the aven-.jjo French mind clings 
most tenaciously is that a reward was 
offered Tor his head by British officers, 
»nd that he was captured and killed in 
consequence. Notwithstanding that it is 
known here that Lord Wolseloy has em- 
phatically stated that no reward was ever 
offered by the British for Paine, and that 
as a matter of fact no British officer would 
have given tiva shillings for Paine's head 
on or off his j.houlders, and that t.he Brit- 
ish Embasay has imparted to M. de Frey- 
cinot a telogiam from Major Kitchener 
denying the atory of Solikovitch that Paine 
was shot under the Major's very eyef, tho 
government ia listening to tho anti-En- 
glith clamor, and, it is reported, has or- 
dered that the minutest enquiries bo 
made into all the circumstances of Paine's 
de^th, Bupponing he ia doad, and that the 
result will influence France's attitude to- 
ward England. Of course nothing alarm- 
ing to England will happen, but the in- 
vestigation will have two effects. It will 
keep alive and perpetuate Anglu phohia 
in France, and will give undue import- 
ance to the mad ravings of M. Rochefort. 



DESTRUCTION OE TIMBER. 

Forest fires aro causing great devasta- 
tion on this northwest coast. The air is 
filled with the smoke from burning timber, 
and the protection which a local statute 
on the subject ia supposed to affurd 
amounts to nothing at all. There is ab 
solutely no security ayainat the ravages of 
fires that may be started by inalicious or 
negligent persons and wliich lick up in 
their fury every atom of a combustible 
nature ttiat lies in their path. A picnic 
party encamped in a nylvan grove start a 
little blaze to heat their coffee. When 
they leave for home tho glowing embere 
of their little fire are forgotten and pres- 
ently a breeze fans them into a flame and 
in a few hours the pretty grove along witli 
many fine trees is reduced to ashes. A 
camp of hunters or Indians produce dis- 
astrous results from similar causes. The 
act, in fact, is a dead letter. What is 
everyone's business is no one's. The law 
for the suppression of thistles and that 
for the protection of forest wealth must 
be regarded of no avail. Constables in 
every district should bo required, as part 
of their duty, to put forth efforts to dis- 
cover offending persons, and whon discov- 
ered to bring to justice those who may be 
BO regardless of public or private property 
as to contribute by carelessness or malicn 
to its deBtraction. 



DVD LIN CASTLE. 

The Times, commenting on tho aubjoct, 
■ays that Lord Randolph ChurchiU's now 
Irish regime scheme involves tho county 
board sohemo, advocated by Mr. Lloyd, 
and would certainly bring about a con- 
flict between tho boards and tho Dublin 
Castle autlioritiiis, in tho event uf the con- 
tinuance of tho latter. This being the in- 
evitable outcome, tl^e enemies of the 
Oaatle governmeiit will urge the oppor- 
tuneness of sweeping away the whole Dub- 
lin Castle establishment, tho supporters 
of which must therefore quickly prepare 
some defence of ita c.^ciatence. What the 
defence can coi\sial of the Times does not 
undertake to suggest, but it declares tho 
friends of Dublin Castle can hardly de- 
fend it fiom the charge of being a des- 
potism. "Besides," continues the Timea, 
"Mr. Lloyd's accusation against the castle 
implies that ita do.spoti.sni ia of a kind 
which whon an exceptional oceaaioii arises 
for ita exercido necessarily proves incap- 
able," and this ohame of incapacity tlio 
Times doclarea is the gravest of all tho 
chsrgoa against which the defenders of 
Oastlo rule in Iieiand have to defend 
themselves. 

THE AHMyZiNJJ NAFY. 

A little while ago Admirals Hewitt, 
Hoskins and Hopkins declared that the 
British navy, despite ita known failings, 
which have been mad>j to appear very 
^reat, indeed, of late, was equal to those 
of any other two nations combined. That 
wa« sufficiently reassuring &a to slmt 
Snsilishmen have come to look upon as 
the mainstay of the Empire's safety. Ami 
now, to add to this, we have Lord Wolso- 
ley, than whom no one sliou'd speak with 
more autliority, making ai; equally flutter- 
ing report on th<i army, declaring it to be 
an improved military machine in the 
hands of those who know how to use it. 
One great reform, he said, was neeesaary 
before it could be as nearly perfect us the 
interests of tho country domnndod — tho 
abolition of tho aystcui o.f promotion by 
seniority. Of tho troops aarving under 
him in the fioudan, his lordship could only 
aay that every man in the force did his 
duty, and did it well; and higher praise 
than that to an Engliab soldier oould not '■. 
be given.

Although I tendoii3d 
for aijveral, not being tho lowest I failed 
to got tho work; but I can tell 'lini tliat I 
have superintended th.o buildtag of a fow 
bridges and woikud on tho cooatruction 
of others that would take a better knowl- 
edge of bridge-building and more mechan- 
ical skill than Mr. Adams baa so far 
shown himself to be posseased of to en- 
able him to take hold of tho work. 

Now, sir, what has Mr. Adams done in tho 
way of bridgo-building?

If they do wrong they wrong the people 
of British Columbia who trusted them 
and by the people they must be jiidgod. 
But this I may aay, that if they have no 
more to fear than the wild ravir,);s and 
unproven statements Mr. Adams luui a 
few worn out and caat oil politicians, thoy 
may consider themselves quite safe. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I have neither the 
time nor inclination, and 1 may add abil- 
ity, for newspaper CDrrespondenco. What 
I do in this way I havo lo do without iho 
lis-nistanco of any person or perfions, ami 1 
will wind up thia inatter as far as I am 
concerned, and will take no furthor no- 
tice of Mr. Adams. IJe and his helpers 
can have all ths cryivit; for pap thoy have 
a mind to, and I hope that ore long some 
mothej'ly individual will take pity on them 
and give them their till, 'i'hey may 
throw all the mud they like, but let them 
bewate! Arrows fired fruui an unaound 
bow are sure to recoil and wound the 
hand that sends thena forth.

Choovor saw him through the window, and 
fearing ho oarue for no good purpose, ran 
and bolted the frontdoor, (irant slipped 
around to tho back door and walked in. 
Mrs. Crowijer was in the act of taking off 
her hat and gloves. Grant apoke to her, 
but what ho said is not known, no other 
person buing in the room at that time. A 
moment later a [listol shot was heard, fol- 
lowed quickly by throo more. Mrs. 
Clieovor rushed into tiio room and found 
iMrs. Urowsor stiotchod out on the floor, 
and within a few foot of lier lay Grant. 
In Ilia left hand a atill amoking revolver 
was tightly clenched, while from a wound 
above his loft car blood and braia matter 
were oozing. Medical aid was auninioued.

Ills alliiincQ could be purchased. Uu 
thought no political party in England 
would consent to ac(iuiro or attain oflico 
by conceding Rarnell's demands. -Hu be- 
lieved that gentlemen had, for once, mado 
a mistake in openly staling his demand 
and thuroby insuring his owd defeat. If 
lie persisted in hia policy of obiitruction, 
moans would be found by a praitically 
united people to oppose a firm velc> on 
propo.sala that wore fatal to tho ititegriiy 
and prosperity uf tlie Liiipire.

Doctor Sutlierla&ud Discusses tlic 
Futm^ftPvospects of Canada. 

A mell attended meeting was held in the 
Methodist church last evening to hear Dr. 
Sutherland's address on this interesting 
and absorbing iubjeot. 

The chair was occupied by Mr. N. 
Shakespeare, M. P. On his right were 
seated. Dr. Sutherland and Mr. Jno. 
Mooro while the Rev. W. W. Poroival 
occupied tho seat on hia loft. 

The evening's procoodings ware opened 
with prayer by theB^v. VV. W. Porcival, 
after which the chairman, prefaced by a 
few complimentary remarks, introduced 
the Rev. Dr. Sutherland as tho speaker 
of tho ovnning. 

The learned doctor *tatod that since ho 
arrived in this provinco some six weeks 
sinco ho had delivered ^3 or 34 sormuna 
and addresses, consequently ha felt some- 
what run down; however he would do^hia 
best. Ho referred to the splendid natural 
scenery of British Columbia as exceeding 
his expectations; tho peoplo of tho pro- 
vince ho found as a body, just aa he ex- 
pected. His duties now called him away 
and aa he was coinpsUed to go ho felt re- 
signed, although hia viait was replete with 
happy memories of hearty kindness, good 
fellowship, and general satisfaction. At 
this period of hia address he recoited tho 
wall known poem " Farewell bro- 
ther Watkina" wliich cauaed the audience 
much amusement and was heartily enjoyed. 
He referred to many ho had noticed 
amongst his atidioncoa as being new 
comers, and showed how natural it was 
for them to feel lonely, especially as many 
of thoin were inclinod to be timid and 
hardly bold enough yet to call this tlioir 
country .iiid home; hu advised tho church 
Buthuntioa to be Bpociaily on the look out 
for this clasa, to gatiior thorn into their 
folds and welcoino them as brethren. Ho 
considered the near future of Canada 
would be national independence, and he 
thought that aa an iiidepeiidont nation, 
we niiglit still be aa friendly with Great 
Britiiia us we are at prosent. tie referred 
to tho combination of Canada's popula- 
tion, Bud thought groat care should bu ex- 
ercised ill tho fusion of racua. Another 
danger tn be anticipated wag section liani, 
this was an eloraeiit of danger, and how- 
it could bo solved time nlono would reveal. 
Another danger, committed by some of 
our leading politicians, was the pitting 
of one province againist another, and this 
much mitigated against Canada ay a nation. 
Another danuer to guard against was a 
fettered parliament. He desoribed the 
cause and effect of this state of aflfairs 
and aaid he wished it distinctly under- 
stood that he did not infer anything of 
the kind was at present taking place. 
Another danger was a partisan and pro- 
judical proas, and he strongly advocated 
the boycotting of any newspaper that 
published immoral literature. Tho dan- 
ger, however, of the Dominion's future 
greatness, he thought, was strong drink. 
Ho next severally ennumoratod tlie pre- 
cautions and safe-guards against these 
various evils, and summed up his address 
with advocating free church, free educa- 
tion, free parliament and free preaa. 

At the concluaioii of his e-icteiided ad- 
dreiiS he was greated with u lout; round of 
applause. 

Mr. Jao. Moore, upon being called 
upon, favored his hearers with a humor- 
ous address, and stuted that he was glad 
it had been hia privilege to viait Brit- 
ish Columbia. He had many a panorama 
of this province reilected upon his mind 
that would last forever. 

The following resolution was moved by 
tho Hon. John Eobson, and seconded by 
Mr. McKay: 

That having listened with great delight 
and profit to the public addresses of our 
esteemed friends, Re>'. Dr. Sutherland 
and ex- Alderman Mocro, of Toronto, and 
many of us also having enjoyed tho privi- 
lege of social intercourse with Iheni, dur- 
ing their brief visit to our province; wo 
in thia way beg leave to convoy to these 
honored brutliers our high appreciation of 
tiio,ir public eervicea and pleasing social 
intercnurae; and we would also express 
the hupo that they may yet have many 
long years of useful labor allotted to them, 
and that if in the providence of God they 
should again be permitted to visit our 
coast, we bef{ to assure them that they 
may expect to meet with a most cordial 
reception. 

Dr. Sutherland returned thanka on bo- 
half of himself and Mr. Mooro for the 
kindness extended towards tbem and the 
sympathizing efforts that had made their 
visit a happy one. He then pronounced 
thp benediction, after which the audience 
diaperaed. many of whom remained to 
pay a parting farewell to the worthy doc- 
tor and Mr. Moore, who have endeared 
themaeluos to many in thia city, and who 
leave by tho Olympian to day for their 
hdmcR.

On Sunday eveniug the annual meeting 
of the Methodist missionary society was 
held, tho church being crowded to ita 
utmost capacity. After the ijauul opaii- 
ing servines Rev. Mr. Porcival, paMor of 
tho church, said that there waa .v.i ex- 
tended yearly report to bo aubmitted, and 
briefly referred to the progreaa of the 
work during the year. 

Rev. Mr. Croaby waa thou called on, 
and in hia characteristic way told of the 
work being done among the Indiana of 
the northern coast, thuir traiiafornnition 
from savage war paint to tho peaceful and 
Christian life. Ono peculiarity among 
the Indiana was the fact that before con- 
secrating a cluirch to iho aervice of Ohris- 
tianity ilu-y tirst p;iiil it clear of debt. 

Ex-Aldoriniui Mooro of Toronto waa 
the ne.xt .spuakui', and spoke of tho gen- 
eral mia.iioniiry work of the church. Mr. 
Moore gave a very good sketch of the 
characters of aoino of those who were 
called on to aid in supporting mission 
work, and no doubt many in the congre- 
gation would fuel that hia remarks were 
very much to tho point. 

Uo", Dr. Suthorliuid referred .specially 
to tho work being done by the Methudis. 
body in the mission lield, which oxtonda 
from Newfoundland and Ca[)e Breton to 
tho Pacific province and then on to Japan, 
where there had been a wonderful advance 
in Chriatianily. During the paat year 
a aniall army of ini.ssionarius and 
helpers had been em ployed and paiil by 
tho aocioty out of tho total of .'?184,000 
that had been aubscrihed to the work. 
Out of this only 12 por cent, had been 
iiaod in working expenaea, the 88 percent, 
being altogethm' paid out to miasionarios. 
The Dr. apoke of the work that might be 
done during the next five yciirs if lu-tual 
members of tho church would cunlnbuto 
ono cent per day, and Sabbath school 
children ono cent por week to that end. 
Should this be carried out throe tiuartera 
of a million dollara could bo utilized in 
niiaaion work yearly. It was tho intoii- 
tioii of the cluirch if poanililo to have 
every settlement in Canada, no matter 
how Biiiall or remote, aupplied with a 
religious instructor. The speaker said it 
had often been stated that Christianity 
was dying out, but it was never mak- 
ing Huch strides ;ia Iu t\;:y During the 
pa.-it 8 1 years Chnatauiily li.ul advanced 
more than during the lirat aovonteon cen- 
turies of the Chriatian era, and it would 
continue to spread until, in the words of 
tho grand old hymn; 

".IcdiH tlnll rL-ij;ii wlu-rc'ur thi: .sun 
I-loth Its HllocurtsiH' juiji iie\s niii, 
ilia kiliK loiii s))ri':i.l from slioix- Ui Hliorii 
Till moon blmll wil^ riTuI wane no tnoru."

There isn't 
a boy where the English tongue i.s 
spoken who hasn't read a description of 
this island better told than I am able 
to give it, and it is only necessary to 
say that Baniol Defoe, or wjjoever 
wrote the book, must have studied the 
))l!ice witii great attention, or bad the 
i.slaiul created to suit the picture he 
gave of it. 

Tiie little harbor is there, with its 
rocks and coves, just as it was when 
Robinson went ashore tbe cave is in 
good order still, and the clifts up which 
he and Friday used to cliaso tho moun- 
tain goats. The goats are tliero, and tho 
armadillos, the birds of wonderful 
plumage and tiie crawfish ainotig the 
rocks. Every boy iu the United Slates 
who has read the story recently could 
go all over the place without a guide 
and find everything except Robinson 
hiinself antl the faithful Friday. 

Tho island belongs to Clile and is 
leaned to a cattle company, which ha.s 
20,000 or ;i0,OuO head of cattle and as 
many more sheep grazing over tho hills. 
There are about 50 or (JO inbabitauts, 
ranchmen with their families, under 
the charge of a Frenchman named 
Crawe, and besides the stock they raise 
a quantity of poultry and ship chichens 
and eggs, with some vegetable.s, to the 
N'alparaiso market. The timber on the 
island is said to bo of excellent tjuality, 
but ia not much used. 

No one over goes there without 
bringing away a cane or two as me- 
mentoes, and tbe brush from which 
these canes are made is of a very 
beautiful Gbor and ))olislies well. Ex- 
cursions go over fretjueiitly from Val- 
paraiso, and tbe interest in Robinson 
Crusoe's experience is much stimulated 
by those who come this way.

The deed was commit- 
ted right in the center of the place, near 
the court house, and some dozen shots 
wore hoard by residents in the neighbor- 
hood in quick succession at about mid- 
night, but no one loft their bed to find 
out the cause of the turmoil, and it was 
reserved for a party of merryniakera re- 
turning from a picnic at about 1 a. lu. to 
find the bodies of the murdered men and 
raise the alarm.

It ia beyond question that swearing ia 
beginning iu these days to fall into dis- 
repute, not because of ita wickedness, 
but because it is more an<l more regarded 
u.s in bad taste. Formerly, even iu tho 
politest circles, men would rip out oaths, 
and snob expressions aa "Gad " abound in 
the olcl novels and dramas. A geiillenian

Now swc'aiiug is frowned upon among 
educated and cultivated ICuglisliiniin. It 
violates their first cunou of good breed- 
ing, which is self-control, and is tabooed, 
not because it is wrong, but because it is 
distasteful. Just as intoxication, or the 
too free use of alcoliolio stimulants, is 
looked upon as vulgi.r and oU'eusive in- 
dulgence, 80 the use of oaths is objected 
to as essentially ungentlcinanlike 

From having been tho loudest and 
coarsest of swearers, Engliah gentlemen 
have become the most intolerant of pro- 
fane expressions, and oven the mildest cx- 
I)lelives are accounted by them us in ba " 
taste. !?oldicr8 and sailors formerly 
looked upon swearing as a professioiml 
nuceasity, and perhaps sl,ill do so; hut 
Iirobably a .man like \\'olseley shares the 
feeling of other English gentlemen with 
rt'siieel to profanity, and wo know that 
(.irant went through all the excitement of 
the civil war without an oath, though on 
both sides the air was oftou blue with 
cursing.

On approacliing Bukliaiu wc stood be- 
fore a city reinini.scc'ut of scripture lan- 
guage, with a wall great audbigli, having, 
act twelve, but eluvt'u gatw, not shut, in- 
deed, by day, tbougii iLiuy certainly wcvn 
by night, and so fust thiit uouo miglit go 
out or come in. 

Business is carried on in fvventy-four car- 
av&nserius and six tiinis, , besides ordinary 
shops, the various kinds of luurchaudisc, 
as iu other Asiatic towns buini^ sold 
apart. Bo likcw isu the various trades aro 
for the most purl locali/.id in several 
Btreets, anytliiiig like u "uui verbal pro- 
vider" being quiie uukuowu in liokliara. 
Nor is tbera u book-seller's shop, or a 
prlutlnn-press, niiicli less a newspaper. 
Their weights and lucnsures are a splen- 
did illustration of the ruio of thumb, For 
instance, the olchiiio (suggestive of the 
cubit) is measured frum tbu ulbow to the 
ond of the foieflugcr; the kulatck is the 
space Letweea tho t!i)s of the tingors wliea 
tSat ajvas are outstretched ; the giaz is the 
measure' from the center of the orcaat to 
tlio ends of tho lingers; unci while in 
B okhara oil and honey arc souie times sold 
by the cbiiyeL, which is the oue cubical 
iucasure they possess and tliat of variable 
Bize, in Kaniteghiii corn is sold by the 
haUui, irrespculive of whether the ven- 
der's Lead be large or small. 

Of course they have no liosiiitals. AVe 
gave out that those whi> were sick might 
come to bo treated, \vLioli gave us an 
insight into some of their diseases. I need 
refer only to two. For the treatment o( 
tlie insane they liiive ;i s|ii>i.-ial nnillali 
called ishiu, who is brought to a miui 
when be begins to get sill_\-, ami wlio 
reads over the patieut, for a week ur two, 
prayers from the Koraa. If ihis proves 
unavailing the patient is takou u> ilu; 
ishan's house, or rather yaril, piclceicd to 
a post like a horse, and kept ou low diet 
tot a couple of months. As a further 
Itep he is beaten while the prayerN aie no 
ing on, and if the poor creauuc niaiiilests 
paia it is regarded us a lavuranie sign. 
'But suppose ho does not imiirove, " I 
*asked, "what do you do with him?" "He 
remains there chained," said they, "till 
regarded as quite incu'tble, antUbuu his 
parents are obliged to take him iigaiu uuil 
lock him up. " "But suppose lie has no 
parcn " "Thou he is turiicd out and 
allowed to run loose till soineoiie takes 
compussiou on liim. " Aflcr liearing this 
It was a comforlto be tolil by one ethical ed 
Mohammeilau Ibtil Ihcy had uot much 
Insanity, and lhat lie had never suea any- 
one raving niad. 

Another disease .'or which Bokh.'ira v,':iA 
remarkable so far hack as the time of 
Anthony Jenkiuson ia llio siMccnih cen- 
tury, i. the rishta (lilariu nuili lu-nsis^ a 
worm tbnt develops under llie skin iu .May 
and August in the form nf a cylindrical 
body which lengthens at tlie r;il'/of about 
an inch in a week, and lies uxieniled or 
curled up in u lump two inches in diam- 
eter. Later on an ■\bsce.ss appears and 
tliroufft it the head of the wurni Native 
specialists, usually barbers, insert a needle 
under the worm and draw out one end 
•with the fingers of the right hand while 
those of the left press the affected part, 
the operation lasting from one to Uvo 
minutes. BusEtian modical men wind oti 
the animal m ft reel, so much 
as dally comes out witliout force, 
till the wliole parasite, meu.4uriug ffoTn 
imt to seven feet, is extracted. Should 
the worm break a painful illness ensues for 
several months We met with an unsuc- 
cessful cs.i"e in the uiiliLary hospital at 
Samarcand, where the portions of llic 
rishta e.ictracted were given to nio in spirit 
to bring to England. 1 remcinbcred lhat 
Dr. W olit contracted the disea.se from 
drinking the l^okhara water, and tlins fore- 
warned 1 drank only tea, hot or cold, or 
allayed my thirst with melons and fruit. 
No Europeans live in Bokhara except two 
or three Hnssiaiis, and these would bo in- 
sulted, as are tho Jews, if they did uot 
take the law into their own bonds and 
lometimes give a native a thrashLnj;. 



A Hayal Heroine. 
[Notes and Quertes.J 
In 1819 her majesty's ship Swallow 
fought two French vessels olf Frejus. It 
w»3 on June 1(5, and altera most obstinate 
action she succeeded in driving; thorn butli 
Ic under the batteries of the town. 'I'lie 
following anecdote, as narrated by one of 
the olHcers of the Swallow, is told at smne 
length in Tho ^'aval C'lironicle: "In the 
gallant uud sanguinary aclion there -in-us a 
seaman nu ned Flielan who had hi.s wile 
on board. She was stalioneil — as is usual 
when women uro ou hoard ia time of biii- 
lle — to assist the surgeon in the care of tho 
wounded. From the close manner iu 
which tho Swallow engaged the ouoinj, 
yarJarm and yardarm, the wounded, aa 
may he expected, were brought below 
vary fasti among the rest, a messmate of 
herhuaband (consequently her owni, who 
had received a musket-ball through the 
side. 

Her exertions were used to console the 
poor fellow, who was in great ngoiiy anrl 
nearly breathing his last, when by .•jonio 
chance she Inard her husbmid was 
wounded ou dick. Iter auxiety and 
already overpowered feelings could not 
one moment be restraiiuxl; she rushed 
instantly on deck aui^ received tho 
wounded tur in her arms. He faintly 
raised his head to ki.ss her; she burst into 
a flood of tears, and told him to lake 
courage, 'all would yet be well," but 
scarcely pronounced the last syllable wlic-n 
an ill-directed shot took her head off. Tho 
poor tar, v 'lo was closily wrapped 
ia her arms, opened his eyes once 
more, then shut them forever. 

Phol an and his wife were sewed u|) in 
one hammock, and It is needless to say, 
burled in one grave. The narrator adds 
to the pathos of tlie above story, telling 
how, only three weeks before, a fine boy 
hod been horn to them, and how poor 
Tommy fared until they put into Port 
•Mohon. The sailors agreed "he shoulil 
have a hundred fathers, but what c<nild 
be the substitute of a nurse and iiiotlier'.'" 
Happily, tliere was a Malt('s(,> ;,"iai on 
board whicli ])roved us trac;t:ible and 
filithful to its charge as the iiii mortal 
dumb foster mother of Rourui story.

[All the Year RouiuJ.] 

Editors are.so worried by a mass of cor- 
respondence that few Of them care to sift 
tho matter offered to them, mostlypro- 
ferring to lean on known namta. Thea 
the competition In periodicals is so great 
that one only gets half a guinea for matter 
Avhich, twolvo years, since, was worth a 
guinea. The struggling author now may 
send out twenty manuscripts and fifteen 
will miss lire altogether, and of tho. livn 
accepted perhaps three will not bt paid 
for. Half of the rest will not be returned 
to him, but go into the wuste-p.iper bas- 
ket 

The struggling author works hard, 
and most of his work goes for nothing. 
He lives cn hope, and tho postnuui's 
knock at his door more often brings a 
pang than a joy to his heart. Let him bo 
ever so clever, if ho have no name, or no 
regular c i ;agoment on a journal, he eun- 
not make a living by mere fugitive writ- 
ing. If ho is at all a good writer he is un- 
fit for any other work; from the years of 
study bi3 has liad to perfect himself in an 
art that brings hi'ii no return he has been 
unable to gain knowledge of any other 
trade or profession. Even if capable ot 
quickly mastering details of business no 
one wdl engage him because he has no ex- 
perience. 

If his pen fail him, what can ho do ? 
Only some luminous idea or luclcy chance 
can save him from starvatiou. If ho can 
write stories badly enough for some of 
tho pouay journals ho will got perhaps H 
])ounds sterling for one which takes him 
a month to write. For a throo-volumu 
novel, which no man t>iui invent and 
write in less than si.\ months, ho will get 
iiO pounds sterling, perhaps. And as for 
dramatio authorship — no ono will read 
the play when it Is written, much less 
produce it If he writes a tivo-acl inelo 
drama, and likes to liaiig about after Ibe 
managers of outlying theatres, he may gel 
an oUer of 5 pounds slerling for the en- 
tire right of tho work, and then be asked 
to pay for the cost of tho all-iiiiportant 
"posters. " These are facts. There is 
no harder career than letters.
